Back in the 1 870s in the 
mountains of East Tennessee M elvin M urrell w as an inquisitive, inventive young man with 
a great faith that man could fly. His experim ents led to an invention a f a h e a v e r than 
air aircraft in which he m ade a number of successful flights of-several hundred yards at 


Panther Springs, Tenn. 
M urrell’s plane w as an ornithopter, or a bird-like type with flappin g wings and if flew 
long before gasoline engines w ere d evelo p ed . His invention w as registered with the U S. 
Patent O ffice, Aug. 14, 1877. He refused $60 ,00 0 from interested prom otors for the 
patent rights, because he had not perfected his invention. Also he had another interest 


greater than aviation. 
This interest was the ministry. An avid read er and well versed on m any subjects be 
sides the Bible, he spent 45 years of his life riding horseback for thousands of miles up 
and down the East Tennessee valleys as a M ethodist minister preaching the G o sp el. His 


sermons, like his flying m achine, w ere not released until they w ere perfected 
The Rev. M . M M urrell's wish to fly in a m odern-day plane w as finally fulfilled shortly 
before his death in 1932. He w as one of the m any w ho contributed to m an's ability to 
physically fly, but he spent most of his life giving man the spiritual wings of life.

M elvin M. Murrell quit sky piloting to becom e a pilot to G o d . Back in the 1 870s in the 
mountains of East Tennessee M elvin M urrell was an inquisitive, inventive young man with 
a great faith that man could fly. His experim ents led to an invention of a heav.er than 
air aircraft in which he m ade a number of successful flights of .several hundred yards at 


Panther Springs, Tenn. 
M urrell's plane was an ornithopter, or a bird-like type with flapping wings and it flew 
long before gasoline engines w ere developed. His invention was registered with the U S. 
Patent O ffice, Aug. 14, 1877. He refused $60,000 from interested promotors for the 
patent rights, because he had not perfected his invention. Also he had another interest 


greater than aviation. 
This interest was the ministry. An avid read er and well versed on m any subjects be 
sides the Bible, he spent 45 years of his life riding horseback for thousands of miles up 
and down the East Tennessee valleys as a M ethodist minister preaching the G ospel. His 


sermons, like his flying m achine, w ere not released until they w ere p eifected. 
The Rev. M. M. M urrell's wish to fly in a m odern-day plane w as finally fulfilled shortly 
before his death in 1932. He was one of the m any who contributed to m an's ability to 
physically fly, but he spent most of his life giving man the spiritual wings of life
